The motion passed unanimously
with Representative Beshear, Representative King, and Representative Morgan absent for
the vote.

SB.6 Application for Vehicle Title Amendments (D. Eastman)

Auto Dealers Association, spoke in support of the bill.

Page 1, Line 16: After "phone" insert "radio, CD player, cassette player," and after
"machine" insert ", unless being used by a hands-free device"

SUBSTITUTE MOTION: Representative Siddoway moved to amend the bill asfollows:

Page 1, Line 16: Delete "a device including a phone, computer, or facsimile machine" and
insert "an electronic communications device, unless being used by a
hands-free device"

MOTION: Representative Bush moved to adjourn the meeting. The motion passed with Representative
Adair, Representative Holdaway, and Representative Siddoway voting no. Representative
Dillree and Representative King were absent for the vote.
